society of the b-.iTir.ess of insurance of 
every description, 5nclndins guaranty 
business. 


"The advancement and protection 


of the interests of roerabers of the so- 
ciety ia connection w:th the business 
carried on by thes-. as members of the 
society and 5a respect of shipping and 


companies act. 1!WO. upon all members FLAVORING 
who transact any fire or accident in- 
surance business, but they were in 
force at Lloyd's before the passing "of 
that act. The form of audit certifi- 
cate is set out in the rules made by 
the board of trade under the assur- 
ance companies acr. 1900. 


"Until July 1. 1310. when the as- 


surance companies act 
came Into 


force, the legislature had imposed no 
statutory restrictions or conditions to 
the carrying on of fire or accident in- 
surance business. Life assurance and 
employers' liability insurance business 
had been subject to such restrictions 
and conditions, the former since 1S70 
and the latter since 190T; the require- 
ments being briefly the furnishing of 
security in the form of an invested de- 
posit, the publications of accounts and 
the like. 
Wh*t Assurance Companies Act Did. 


"The assurance companies act of 1909 


repealed the previous acts and consoli- 
dated all the regulations in one act. 
It provided that underwriters engaged 
in fire, accident and other non-marine 
business should furnish the following 
securities in respect to each separate 
year's business: 


"1. Unlimited personal liability of 


the underv-riter. 


"2- A sum of money secured by a 


trust deed and certified by mdepen- i 
dent auditors at the end of each year, 
sufficient. In the light of experience, 
to satisfy the liabilities undertaken by 
the underwater in that year. 


"3- A separate guaranty or cash de- 


| posit for an amount equal to the np:- j 


gregate amount of the premiums re- 
ceived in that year on fire and other 
non-marine business to be available 
for tbe payment of claims thereon 
should the above trust funds and all 
other assets of the underwriters be- 
come exhausted. This guaranty is not 
a running guaranty for each year. The 
guarantors are Lloyd's underwriters, 
who are jointly and severally liable up 
to the full amount of their subscrip- 
tions, the amount of each guarantors 
subscriptions being limited by regula- 
tions of the committee." "

War Rick Insurance to Cencmtrat*

£s:-senice men disabled by reason 


of woueds. injuries or disease incurred 
5n th» world war and in need of hos- 
pital ireatment are to be gathered Into i 
hospitals owned and controlled by the j 
government within the next year. 
This transfer of patients from pri- 
vate hospitals, and hospitals only par- 
tially controlled by the government, 
constitutes part of a general plan of 
the bureau of war risk, insurance, so 
authorized to act by recent, legislation. 
to concentrate the invalid and con- 
valescent veterans in institutions in 
which the government will be able to 
discharge its obligation to them of 
better and more specialized treatment. 


Director K. G. Cholmeley-Jones of 


the bureau, acting in co-operation with 
United States public health service, 
has announced that as soon as al- 
readv existing accommodations have 
been taken over. adapttd__and suit- 
ably equipped by the government, 
every effort will be made to encourage 
such transfer of patients unless the 
men are not in a condition to be 
moved. The wishes of the men are to 
be consulted, but purely personal rea- 
sons will not be allowed to cause a 
change in the program, once Investiga- 
tion proves that they would benefit by 
such a changed environment- 


Necessity of Change. 


These instructions are not Intended 


to interfere. In localities where gov- 
eraraent owned or operated hospitals 
are not available, with the use of con- 
tract hospitals which are used solely 
for the purpose of obtaining a satis- 
factory examination of the patient. 
For this purpose patients may be ad- 
mitted to civilian hospitals and so 
kept until their examination is com 
pleted. In the event that treatment 
is necessary, they will later be trans- 
ferred to some-governasent Institution. 
The urgent necessity for such change 
in the hospltalizatien of disabled world 
war veterans Is seen by a reviewing 
of existing conditions.

Authorized by Congress. 


This whole situation was laid be- 


fore congress and a recommendation 
made for a building program, which 
program would naturally take some 
time to put into effect after the pass- 
ing of any act authorizing the con- 
struction of government hospitals. In 
order to> relieve Immediately the situ- 
ation, congress, at Its last session, 
authorized the use of the hospital 
facilities of the army, -navy and na- 
tional soldiers' homes, which authori- 
zation makes available approximately 
fourteen thousand hospital beds.
